THE MANNER IN WHICH IT WAS DONE.— 


First Lieut. Underwood, second iu com- 
mand of the revenue cutter Aiken, seized 
by tbe secessionists at Charleston, has re- 
ported to the Secretary of the Treasury the 
manner in which possession of the cutter 
was obtained. 


Lieut. Underwood states that Captain 


Coste, the commander of the cutter, was an 
avowed secessionist some time before South 
Carolina decided to go out, and agreed when 
the state declared herself out of the Union, 
to resign and turn the vessel over to him, 
(Lieut. Underwood,) but instead of doing 
so he visited Fort Snmpter before Maj. An- 
derson took possession of it, and examined 
it for several hours, and finally placed the 
cntter in such a position as to leave her at 
low waler high and dry on land. While 
she was thus situated the secessionists took 
possession of her, Capt. Coste being still in 
command, and Lieut. Underwood being his 
subordinate, was of course powerless to 
act. Capt. Coste then informed Lieut. Un- 
derwood that his services would not *be re- 
quired there any longer, and he proceeded 
immediately to this city, and to-day report- 
ed the above facts to Secretary Thomas.

The South Carolina commisioners hav- 


gone home, and through their government 
given publicity to - the correspondence be 
tween themselves and the President. 
first letter, dated on the 29th of December 
is from the Commissioners to the President 
in which they transmit a copy of their pow 
ers, together with the ordinance of seces 
sion passed by their State. They say tha 
it would have been their duty to have not; 
fied the President that they were ready 
negotiate, but the events of the last twenty 
four hours render such an assurauce im 
possible. 
They continue: 


"We came here representative.! of an au 


thority which could, at any time within the 
past sisty days, have taken possession o 
the forts in Charleston Harbor, but which 
upon the pledges given in a manner tha 
we cannot doubt, determined to trust to 
your honor rather than to its own power.— 
Since oar arrival here, an '. officer of th 
United States, acting, as we are assured 
not only without,- but against your order 
has dismantled one fort aud occupied an 
other, thus altering, to a moat important ex 
tent, the condition of affairs under whicl 
we came. 


"Until these circumstances are explainer 


in a manuer which relieves us of all doub 
as to the spirit in which these negotiations 
shall be conducted, we nre forced to sus 
pend all discussion as to any arrtingemen 
by which our mutual interests might be 
amicably adjusted ; and in conclusion, we 
would urge upon you the immediate with 
drawal of the troops from the harbor o 
Charleston, under present circumstances 
They are a standing menace which renders 
negotiation impossible, and as our recen 
experience shows, threaten speedily to brin 
to a bloody issue questions which ought tc 
be settled with temperance and judgment.' 


The President replies on the 30th thath' 


cannot determine the relations between thi 
government and South Carolina, nor recog 
nizethe independence of that State. 
He 


could therefore only treat with them as pri 
vate gentlemen. 


In reference to the pledge spoken of, In 


thus recapitulates the-facts ;. "On Saturday 
the 8th of December, four of the represen 
tativesfrom South Carolina called upon me 
and requested an interview.- We had an 
earnest conversation on the subject of tbes< 
forts;, and the best means of preventing a 
collision between the parties, for tho pur 
pose of sparing an effusion of blood. I sug 
gested, for prudential reasons, that it woulc 
be best to put in writing what they said to 
me verbally. 
They did so. Accordingly, on 


Monday morning, the 10th inst., three o" 
them presented to me a paper signed by al 
the Representatives of South Carolina, with 
a single exception, of which the following is 
a copy: 
:To his Excellency 
James Buchanan 


President of the United States. 


"In compliance with our statement to 


you yesterday, we now express to you our 
strong convictions, that neither the consti 
tuted authorities, nor any body of the people 
of Souith Carolina, will attack or molestthe 
United States forts in the harbor of Charles 
ton previously to the action of the conven 
tion, and we hope and believe, not until an 
offer has been made through an accreditec 
representative to negotiate for an amicable 
arrangement of all matters between the 
State and the Federal government, pro 
yided that no reinforcements shall ba sent 
into these forts, and their relative military 
status shall remain as at present, 


(Signed,) 
JOHN MCQUEEN, 
M. L. BONHAM,

LAWRENCE M. KEITT. 


Washington, Dec. 9, 1860." 
"And here I must, injustice to myself, 


remark that at the time the paper wns pre- 
sented to me, I objected to the word "pro- 
vided," as it might be construed into an 
agreement on my part, which I never would 
make. They said that nothing was farther 
from their intention. They did not so un- 
derstand and should not so consider it. 
It 


is evident that the}' could enter into no re- 
ciprocal agreement with me on the subject. 
They did notprofess to have authority to do 
this, and were acting in their individual 
character. 
I considered it nothing more in 


effect than the.promise of highly honorable 


entlemen to exert their influence for the 
purpose expressed. 
Events have proven 


,hat they have fair.hfully kept their promise, 
although I have never since received a line 
rrom any one of them, or from any member 
of the convention on the subject. It is well 
»nown that it was my determination, and 
;hisl freely expressed, not to reinforce the 
forts in the harbor, and thus .prevent a col- 
lision, until they had been actually attacked, 
or until I had certain evidence that, they 
were about to be attacked. This paper I 
received most cordially, and considered it a 
happy omen that peace might still be pre- 
served, and that time might be thus given 
for reflection. This is the whole foundation 
for the alleged pledge on my part, but 1 
acted in the_same .manner as I would have 
dona had I entered into a positive and for- 
mal agreement with parties capable of con- 
tracting, though such au agreement, would 
have been on my part, from' the nature of 
my ofEcial duties, impossible. 
" The world knows that I never sent any 


reinforcements into Charleston harbor, and 
I have certainly never'authorised any:change 
to be made in their relative military status." 


The President then.gives an order sent 


by Secretary Floyd, on the llth of Decem- 
ber, to Maj. Anderson, in which the secre- 
tary of warsays-that, to avoid difficulty, he 
will send no reinforcements ; that Major 
Anderson must be careful to do nothing to 
provoke aggression, but must hold the forts 
to the last extremity, if attacked. He fur- 
ther remarks : " Tho smalluess of your 
force will not permit you, perhaps, to occupy 
more than one of. the three forts, but, an at- 
tack on, or attempt to take possession of 
either of them, will be regarded as act of 
hostility, and you may then put your com- 
mand into either of them which you may 
deem raost'proper to increase its power of 
resistance. You are also authorised to take 
similar steps whenever you have tangible 
evidence of a design to proceed to a hostile 
act." 


The President continues in his letter to 


the commissioners : " These were the last 
instructions transmitted to Major Anderson 
before his removal to Fort Sampler, with a 
single exception in regard to a particular 
which does not in any degree affect the 
present question! 


"Under theso circumstances, it ia clear 


that Maj. Anderson acted upon his own re- 
sponsibility-and without authority, unless 
indeed he had tangible evidence of a design 
to proceed to a hostile act on the part of 
the authorities of South Carolina, which 
has not yet been alleged ; still he is a brave 
and honorable officer, and justice requires 
that he should not be condemned withou^ 
a fair hearing. Be this as it may, when I 
learned that .Maj. Anderson had left Fort 
Moultrie and proceeded to Fort Sumpter, 
my first promptings were to command him 
to return to his former position, and there 
to await the contingencies presented in his 
instructions. This could only have been 
done with any degree of safety to his com- 
mand by the concurrence of the S. C. au- 
thorities, but before any step could possibly 
have been taken in this direction, we receiv- 
ed information that the Palmetto floated 


out to the breeze at Castle Pinckney, and 
that a large military force went over last 
night, the 27th, to Fort Moultrie. Thus 
the authorities of South Carolina, without 
waiting or asking for any explanations, an 
doubtless believing as you have expressec 
it, that the officer had acted not onl; 
without, but against my orders, on the rer 
next day after the night when the remova 
was made, .seized by a military force twoo 
the forts in the harbor of Charleston, ant 
have covered them with their own flags in 
stead of that of the United States." 


The President says that under these cir 


cumstances he cannot withdraw Maj. An 
;derson, and he does not see how.,the defanei 
of Fort Sumpter can be construed into i 
.menace against Charleston. 


On the latof .January the commissioners 


reply. They say that they are not particu 
lar as to the character in which th«y are 
recognized, so that their communications 
are laid before congress. The letter is nex 
directed to correcting errors into which 
they say the President has fallen in quoting 
their language. 
They then review-the 


President's message on the question of the 
forts, &c., and say: "You remove a distin 
guished and veteran officer from the com 
mancl at Fort Moultrie, because he attempt 
ed to increase his supply of aramnaitipn 
you refuse to send additional troops to'the 
same garrison, when applied for by the 
officer appointed to succeod him. You ac 
cepted the resignation of the oldest anc 
most eminent member of yourcabinetrath 
er than allow the garrison to be strengthen 
ed. You compelled an officer stationed a 
Fort Sumpter to return immediately to the 
arsenal forty musketa, which he had taken 
to arm his men. You expressed not to one 
but to many of the most distinguished o 
our public characters, whose testimony wil 
be placed on the record whenever it is nee 
essary, your anxiety for a peaceful termina 
tion of this controversy, and your willing 
ness not to disturb the militarystatusof the 
forts, if commissioners should be sent to 
the government, whose communication yo 
promised to submit to congress. You re 
ceived and acted on assurances from the 
highest official authorities of South Carolina 
that no attempt would be made to disturb 
your possession of the forts and property 
of the United States, if you would no 
disturb their existing condition until the 


• commissioners had been sent, and the at 
tempt to negotiate had failed." 


"You took from the members of the 


house of representatives a written memo 
randum that no such attempt should be 
made, provided that no 
reinforcement 


should be sent into those forts, and their 
relative military status should remain as a1 
present; aud although you attach no force 
to the acceptance of such a paper ; aithough 
you consider it as nothing more in effect 
than the promise of highly honorable gen- 
tlemen, as an ogligation on one side with- 
out corresponding obligation on the other, 
it must be remembered, if we are rightly 
informed, that you were pledged if you ever 
did send reinforcements, to return it to 
those from whom you had received it before 
you executed your resolution. You sent 
orders to your officers commanding them 
strictly to follow a line of conduct in con- 
formity with such au understanding. 
" Besides all this, you had received for 


mal and official notice from the governor 
of South Carolina that we had been ap 
pointed commissioners, and were on our 
way to Washington. You knew the impliec 
condition under which we came ; our arri- 
val was notified to you, and an hour ap 
pointed for an interview. 


"We arrived in Washington on Wednes- 


day at 3 o'clock, find you appointed an in- 
terview with us at one the next day. Ear- 
ly on that day, Thursday, the news was re- 
ceived here of the movement of Major An- 
derson. That news waa communicated to 
you immediately, and you postponed our 
meeting until half-past two o'clock on Fri- 
day, in order that you might consult your 
cabinet. 
" On Friday we saw you, and we then 


called upon you to redeem your pledge.— 
You could not deny it with the facts we 
have stated, and in the face of thr. crown- 
ing aud conclusive fact that your Secretary 
of War had resigned his seat in the cabi 
net, 
upon the publicly avowed ground that 


the action of Major Anderson had violated 
the pledged faith of the government, and 
that unless the pledge was instantly redeem- 
ed, he was dishonored. Denial was impos- 
sible. You did not deny it.. You do not 
deny it now, but you seek to escape from 
its obligation on the groutd, first, that we 
terminated all negotiations by demanding 
as a preliminary the withdrawal of the Uni- 
ted States troops from the harbor of 
Charleston ; and second, that the authori- 
ties of South Carolina, instead of asking 
explanation and giving you the opportuni- 
ty to vindicate yourself, took possession of 
other property of the United States." 


The commissioners then proceed to ar- 


gne that they never made the demand im- 
puted to them. They say they demanded 
nothing but such an explanation of events 
as would restore their confidence in the 
spirit in which the negotiations should be 
conducted. 
They further say that their 


conversation with the president led to. the 
belief that he did seriously contemplate 
withdrawing the troops from Charleston 
harbor. They continue as to the second 
point, that " the authorities of.South Car- 
olina, instead _o(Basking'1 ..explanation and 
giving' 'you the opportunity to vindicate 
yourself, took" possession, of other property 
of the United'States."-" 


We would observe, first, that even if this 


were so, it does not avail you for defence, 
for the,opportunity for decision was offered 
you before those, facts occurred. We arriv- 
ed, in Washington""bn Wednesday. 'The 
news from Major Anderson reached here 
early on Thursday, and was immediately 
communicated to you. All that day men 
of the highest consideration, men who had 
striven successfully to lift you to your great 
office, who 'had been your tried and true 
•riends through the troubles of your admin- 
istration, sought you, and entreated you to 
aet:—to act at once. 
They'told you that 


every hour complicated your position.— 
They only asked you to give the assurance 
that if the facts were so—that if the com- 
mander had acted without and against your 
orders, and.in violation of your pledges— 
that you would restore the status you had 
jledged your honor to maintain. 
You re- 


used to decide. Your secretary of war, 
our immediate and proper adviser in this 
natter, waited anxiously for your decision, 
until he felt that, delay _w^s becoming, dis- 
lonor. More than twelve hours passed, 
and two cabinet meetings had adjourned, 
jefore you knew what the South Carolina 
.uthorities had done, and your prompt de- 
cision at any moment of that time would 
lave avoided the ' subsequent complica- 
ions. 


They then 'proceed to show that the act 


'f Major Anderson was an act of war. with- 
ut provocation,; and. that the government 
lad obtained advantage through the mis- 
ilaced confidence of the state. 
They con- 


;lude thus: 


"Be. the issue what it may, of this we 


are assured, that if Fort Moultrie has been 
recorded in history, as a memorial of Caro- 
lina gallantry, Fort Surfipter will live upon 
the succeeding page as an imperishable tes- 
timony of imperishable faith. 
By your 


course you have probably rendered civil 
war inevitable. 
Be it so ; if you chose to 


force this issue upon us, the state of South 
Carolina "will accept it, relying upon Him 
who is the God of Justice as well as the- 
God of-Hosts, and will endeavor to .per- 
form the great duty which lies before her, 
hopefully, brayely and thoroughly. 
j 


" OuKmission being one for negotiation 


and peV».ce, and your note leaving us with- 
out hope of a-'withdrawal of the troops 
from SuinptefjSof the restoration of; the 
statu quo existing at the time of our-arri- 
val-, and in timating, as we think, your deter- 
mination to reinforce the garrison in the 
harbor of Charleston, we respectfully in- 
form you that we purpose returning to 
Charleston to-morrow afternoon." 


The reception of this document, as here- 


tofore stated, was declined.
